AS THE LIQUOR QUESTION 
isa very important factor in the election which is 
about to occur, it may not be uninteresting to epit- 
omize the history of liquor legislation in this State. 
In 1851 a new constitution was adopted and one of 
its sections, which was voted upon independently of 
the body of the instrument, provided that “No 


license to traffic in itoxicating hquors 
shall be = granted in this State; but 
the General Assembly may, by law, 


proyide against evils resuiting therefrom.’ This 
section was adopted by 113.237 ayes to 104,255 noes. 
Yor thirty years no legislation was had under the 
authority thus given, and liquor saloous were con- 
ducted all over the State without being har- 
assed like other lines of business by the tax-col- 
lector. In 1882 the Republican party made its first 
bid for thedll-will of the liq uor element by the pas- 
sage of the Pond bill, requiring all saloons to pay @ 
tax ranging from $100 to $300, according to location, 
and requiring all saloon-keepers to give a bond of 
$1,000 to secure the State against any violations of 
law on their part. This law was contested on the 
ground of unconstitutionality, and the Supreme 
Court held that the proposed tax was in effect a li- 
cense, and consequently unconstitutional. 
THE SALOON MEN 
were still rejoicing when m April, the Scott 
liqucr law--a Republican measure-—was passed, 
fixing a uniform tax of $200 on every saloon, which 
formr of tax, it was thought, would not 
be regarded by the Supreme Court 
as a license, it having no zradnated rate. The bill 
also made this tax a lien against the property 
whereon the saloon was located, and prohibited the 
Sunday sale of spirituous liquors. leaving the Sunday 
gale of beer, ale and wine a matter of local option.

Among other features of legisiations by the Dem-

The Reunion Continued at Druids’ 


Hall To-Day.

The Mexican Officers Unable to Attend—A 
Letter From Gen. Porfirio Diaz—Election 
of Officers—Proceedings of the Conven- 
tion, 


At a little after 9 o’clock this morning Gen. Man- 
son called the Mexican Veterans to order at Druids’ 
Hall. The first piece of business before the meeting 
was the roll call, which had been postponed from 
yesterday till to-day because of the late arrival in 
the city of many of the veterans. As the name of 
each man‘was called he was requested to rise, so 
that former comrades could caich a glimpse of his 


as Gen. Manson suggested, that the ladies present 
might see what kind of looking men they were. 
The calling of the roll became very tedious before 
it was dong with, but,as the secretary said, the 
importance of having each name correctly 
inscribed upon the lists should more than counter- 
balance in the men’s mihds the annovance felt at the 
tiresome wait. Finally, however, Mr. Peirson of st. 
Louis made the motion that the rest of the business 
should be proceeded with, and that at the con- 
clusion of the session, each man should hand in his 
name tothe secretary. This brought about some 
sharp discussion, and, for a few moments, motion 


fsucceeded motion in quick succession, until the 


chair finally insisted upon order, and. the question 
being put, it was voted to proceed with the roll, 


* MR. JOHN -D. STEVENSON, : 
who was the orator of the day, was present. and was 
ready to déliver his address. Upon being introduced 
by the Chair, Mr. Stevenson prefaced his remarks 
by saying that he was not. an orator or even a public 
speaker, but that his heart went out to each and 
every one of his comrades present, and he hoped 
that this feeling would inspire him to’ say what he 
certainly felt, and what he hoped would be . accept. 
able to his hearers. He said that the 
Lone Star of Texas offered an attraction which 
could not be resisted by the citizens of the United 
States. Immediately after the annexation of that 
State Congress called upon Zacariah Taylor to re- 
pel any transgression that might be made upon that 
territory. This noble leader, with 4,000 men 
pushed into the Rio Grande. 
the success of them gave rise to an enthusiasm 
throughout the country that changed the feeling 
among the peopie from the question who can go to 
Mexico’ to who might go. He lived 
over again the scenes of Buena Vis- 
ta; recounted in detail Taylor’s actions in that 
fight, quoted his recommendation to his 
men “to give them a littl more grape, Capt. 
Bragg,” and referred to that battle as an indication 
of what American soldiers, even under the disad- 
vantages of voiunteer inexperience, were capabie of 
doing, when the opportunity presented itself to 
serve the country. The punishment for the out-

THE BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 


Archbishop Kenrick Will Attend, and Arch- 
bishop Ryan Will Preach the Sermon. 
Archbishop Kenrick definitely announced yester- 
day that he will attend the Council at Baltimore, 
and arrangements for his departure were begun this 


morning. As the Council opens Sunday, November 
9, the Archbishop will leave here on the Tuesday 
preceding, in order to make the journey leisurely.

Grover Cleveland, volunteered to defend them, and 
cthrough his instrumentality they were set free. I 
have known Cleveland since I was twelve years of 
age, and I remember him especially on one oc- 
easion, when he was the attorney of the Christian 
Brothers’ School, at which I graduated. He was a 
man of strong’ intelligence, deep convictions of 
right, honest and conscientious, and was a per- 
sonal) friend of Brother Crispian, who founded the 
Christian Brothers’ School, a Catholic institution of 
Buffalo. It was through the instrumentality of 
Cleveland that the students were induced to 
compete for cadetships at West Point, he having 
urged it upon Brother Crispian. T-lived in Buffalo 
during Cleveland's term as Sheriff of Erie County, 
and as an officer he was one of the most popular 
and efficient that the county ever had.

Friend From the Start. 


By Telegraph to the Fost-Dispatch. 

Aveusra, Maing, Octoper 9.—In 1858 a resolution 
passed in the Maine Legislature and was. ap- 
proved by the Governor “authorizing the Governor 
to appoint some suitable person to examine into the 
system of disbursements, labor and discipline of the 
_Maine State Prison, and to compare them with that 
of prisons in other States, in order to detérmine 
whether there may not with advantage be some 
change effected, so as to render the prison self-eup- 
porting, and, if pdssible a source oft revenue to the 
State Treasury.” The'resolution also provided for 
access to all books and papers in'the hands of the 
State officials, which might be needed by the com- 


Blaine made a most elaborate report,and,as he says, 
“in order to render the report intelligible and of 
easy reference, I shall submit my remaftks under 
the divisions naturally suggested by the language of 
the resolution: First,speaking of the system of dis- 
bursements of the Maine Prison; second, of the sys- 
tem of labor; third, of the system of discipline, and. 
lastly, adding such suggestions and recommenda- 
tions as, if adopted, would, in my judgment, render 
the prison self-supporting.» Under the heading of 
Labor, Mr. Blaine says: “Three systems of labor 
have been tried in the prisons‘of the different. States 
of the Union: First, working the convicts on ac- 
count of the State,: the State supplying. raw ma- 
terial and undertaking through its agents the sale 
of the manufactured articles; second, 
leasing the prison in all its departments 
to some person or persons for a specified annua! 
sum, the lessees having the sole control ef the dis- 
cipline of the convicts under certain stipulated rules, 
and the entire disposition of their labor; third, hir- 
ing the labor of the convicts to contractors at so 
much per day. the State reserving to itseif the con- 
trol and discipline. The first of these systems is the 
one s@ long and so unsuccessfully tried in this State. 
It has always resulted in a pecuniary failure. The 
second — has been tried in many of the South- 
ern and Western States, and generally with very un- 
satisfactory results. Thethird system is the one 
which seems to combine all the advantages attain- 
able in the management of a prison. The State re- 
tains in its own hands the discip!ine and government 
of the convicts, and disposes of their labor for a 
fixed and definite sum, leaving the contractor the 
care of supplying the material and selling the man 
ufactures. 

ONE MARKED ADVANTAGE 

in this mode of labor is the certainty and exactness 
with which the income of the prison may be calcu- 
lated in advance, and the expenses gauged and gov- 
erned accordingly. The system has the advantage 


of being practical and simpie in its oper- 
ations, and the experience of many years 
on the part of those best enabled 


to judge is so unquestionably and unreservedly in 

its favor, that it may be .regarded as fully and 

finally established. In every “prison that at- 

tained financial success this system has been rigidly 

adhered to and, I recommend that it be made the 

permanent rule of labor in the Maine prison, though 

at such prices as are specified in the existing con- 

tracts a judicious and useful application of this mo 

tem of labor might be made in our county jails. 

They could all be made ‘houses of correction’ and, 

by the industry of those c itted to them, a cer- 
tain portion of the expense now devol on the 
counties might be repaid. The effect on the prison- 
ers would be beneficent, as it would relieve them 
from their dreary and demoralizing idleness and 
tend to the formation of industrious and thrifty 
habits. This feature has been introduced into the’ 
jails of some other States, and the testimony as to 
the good effects resulting from itis strong and 

uniform. . It is not strictly in the line of my duty to 
make suggestions on this point, but 1 cannot lose the 
opportunity of commending the subject to the most 
favorable consideration of those who are intrusted 

with the government of our county jails,”

per convict. ‘Let us look at the matter with refer- 
ence to practical results. The average numoer of 
convicts for the year 1858. as already stated, was 
117. It will be very liberal to assign the odd seven- 
- to do the duties of oooks, waiters, tailors, etce., 
(one in nine being the number usually taken for 
such services), and we should therefore have the re- 
‘maining 100 convicts, whose labor could be let to 
contractors. If this number could be hired in the 
gross at 40 cents per day each, the contractor sup- 
plying instructors, tools, fuel for shops, etc., the an- 
nual income for the labor of the hundred would be 
$12,480. Deducting ten per cent. (much too large a 
discount), for loss of time from sickness and other 
causes, and the income of the prison would still be 
$11,232, against an expenditure of of $10,530). It 
would be very difficult to assign any reason why the 
labor of the convicts should not be worth 40 cents a 
day in Maine, when that is the uniform price paid in 
the New Hampshire prison, and when it is the min- 
imum in the Massachusetts rison. As the 
number of convicts increased, of course the ex- 

nses would relatively decrease, so that-there would 
ion well grounded hope of the institution in time 
becoming a source of considerable revenue to the 
State, as has been the case these many years with 
the Connecticut prison. Labor in many parts of 
Maine is in as great demand as in either of the other 
States mentioned, and there can be little doubt that 
the cost of provisions ison the whole less." Mr. 
Blaine suggested the building of a new State Prison, 
so that a location could be @specially selected, with 
a view to obtaining constant work for the convicts, 
and — making, if possible, of a profit for the State 
at the 
° STARVATION RATE 
of forty cents a day. He would have the prison un- 
der the nose of outside working men, and rob them 
of every possible advantage. Thus, he reasons: 
“A penitentiary, in its industrial aspects, is nothing 
else than a large manufactory, and common discre- 
tion so suggests that it be located where the raw ma- 
terial can be easily, cheaply and speedily procured, 
and where there is a convenient and profitable mar- 
ket for the manufactured article. When these facts 
exist in conjunction, the effect is at onee to enhance 
the price of labor and also the facilities for locomotion 
and transportation are of the most approved char- 
acter. With these advantages there could be no 
difficulty in obtaining remunerative prices for the 
labor of the convicts; the self-support of the prison 
if economically administered, would be assured. and 
the State woola be relieved of a most serious draft 
upon its annual resources. In such a place as Port- 
land or Biddeford or Lomaston there could be no 
difficulty whatever in making cie prison pay its 
way, and the same is doubtless true of other p 

” 


in the State.

SPRINGFIELD, ILu., October 9.—Dr. N. H. Paaren, 
the State Veterinarian, had a lengthy conference 
with Governor Hamilton last evening on the subject 
of the prevalent cattle disease, pleuro-pneumonia. 
The expediency of acceding to the request of the 
cattle men for an experimental test of the contag- 
ious possibilities of the disease was recognized by 


intention to approve of the application of the stock 
men of Chicago for a scientific test. In accord with 
this intention, the veterinarian was authorized to 
make preparations for an effective test in co-opera- 
tion with the Chicago Stock Exchange, to be con- 
ducted under the supervision of and according. to 
the rules laid down by the State Veterinarian. In 
respect to the proposed test, Dr. Paaren said that it 
will be conducted with the utmost care and atten- 
tion to details and that no pains will be spared to 
make it thorough and conclusive. He did not pro.

RAGS ARE RARE. 


The Cholera Embargo and Its Effect on the 
Paper Trade. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, October 9.—The paper trade is in a 
ruinous condition, caused by te government em- 
bargo on the importation of foreign rags, issued on 


September Ist, by Acting Secretary of the Treasury 


Coon. The Eastern book-paper manufacturers have 
called-a convention at Cleveland for the 15th inst., 
to consider the condition of the market. ‘‘The price 
of paper,” said one of the largest manufacturers in 
the country to-day, “is bound to go up within the 
next six months, for to embargo rags from foreign 
parts is to cut down our supply just one 
half. That is, there will be but half 


enough to go around for the next thirteen months. 
I willl rove it. The embargo is supposed to end on 
December 1, 1884, but it will not. The Treasury De- 

rtment willnot assume the responsibility of rais- 
ng the embargo, but will continue it thirty days 
from December 1, in order to shift the responsibitity 


from the executive branch of the Government to 
the Legislature. Congress, we are informed on good 
authority, will continue the embargo six months, 
and, as six months longer would bring us into the 
middle of sickly midsummer weather, 
the period will undoubtedly be extended 
six months more, until December 1585. 


Before 1860 book paper was 14 to 16 cents and news 
pa 10 to 11 cents per pound. To-day book paper 
is 7 to 8 cents per pound and news paper 5to 6 cents, 
and the goods are better now than then. Paper for 
a year past has been so siow that only the best 
could hold its own, and rags have sometimes been 
so low that it was cheaper to burn than to collect 
them. This condition of affairs has made the pub- 
lication of so many penny newspapers possible, but 
if the embargo is continued for another year it is 
evident that rags must advance 2, 50, 100 and 200 
percent. They have already aivanced 30 to 30 per 
cent. During the past thirty days not a pound of 
rags has been put on a vessel bound for tiie United 
States in any foreign port. .The paper mills in this 
country have a sho& supply or none at all, except 
in a few instances, and the domestic dealers have 
none on hand. Thisis especially true of the West. 
The domestic supply from remote sources is always 
scant at this season of the year. and must continue 
so until spring. By December 1 one thousand 
mills, using 2,000 to 7,000 tons per day; will have 
ground up all the rags in sight.” 

The situation has veen fully grasped by a few 
leading paper makers, who have secured all the for- 
eign stock on the spot and what is on the water. 
Not a bale of imported rags is in the importers’ 
hands in Boston, New York, Philadelphia or Balti- 
more. The writing paper manufacturers agreed, at 
a meeting held m ton on October 6, to advance 
prices two cents per pound.

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St. Louis Recommended as the Place for 
Holding It. 


The committee appointed by Julius S. Walsh, 
president of the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions, met at the Fair Grounds yester- 
day.

[linois read a report on a plan of permanent or- 
ganization.

THE ST. LOUIS BRIDGE. 


A Novel and Feasible Proposition for the 
New Orleans World’s Fair. 


Gen. La Rue Harrison, Post Office Inspector, who 
has been in the city for the past two weeks and left 
this morning for New Orleans, where he will take 
charge of the postal exhibits at the World's Fair 
held a conference with Mr. 3.B.H arlon, Superinten- 
dent of Mails, with regard tothe St. Louis exhibits 
atthe Exposition. The space allotted the Post 
Office Department in the building is about 150 feet 
in length, a portion. of which will be occupied by a 
minature Post Office, and the balance be set aside 
for postal exhibits of all kinds. in addition 

these General Harrison proposes 
to have erected on a plane, about fifteen feet above 
the floor a large topographical map of the country, 
showing the mountain ranges, rivers and valleys 
passed over in a tour.across the continent. Immedi- 
ately in front of this map, a smal! platform will be 
constructed to serve as the road bed for a miniature 
railroad track, upon which 4 train of cars will be 
run. By means of piaster-paris tunnels, small mod- 
els of railroad stations and other appliances, a real- 
istic representation of a train of cars passing across 
the entire continent can, be given. When this plan 
was nade known to Mr, Harlon, he suggested that 
St. Louis could very appropriately be represented 


in this display by @ miniature model of 
the great bridge thrown across the 
Mississippi River at a certain point 


in the route, This suggestion, however, gave rise to 
another which would bring a model of the bridge 
into greater prominence. "There is a space of about 
65 feet ia front of the Post Office which is of Moorish 
architecture, that must be trest!ed over in order that 
the view of the upper part of the building may not 
be obstructed. At this point then both Mr. Harijon 
and Gen, Harrison think a model of the St. Louis 
bridge, with the two center piers extending to the 
floor, might be placed, and form not only a most at- 
tractive feature of the exhibit, but also be a credit 
to the business enterprise of St. Louis. As it is the 
only bridge of the kind in the world, and St. Louis 
is justly proud of it, it seems to be an excellent 
idea to place on exhibition in this unique manner a 
model of it at this great Exposition. which will be 
attended by people from all parts of this and the old 
world. The Louisville and Nashville road have 
already made arrangements to supply the train of 
cars, the Government has made appropriations for 
the balance of the display, and if the merchants of 
the city who not only take @ pride in the bridge for 
itself, but also for the advantaces it affords the city 
would take the matter in hand and have the 
requisite model constructed, St. Louis would be well 
advertised at the New Orleans Exposition. By this 
arrangement the direet route across the continent 


will be shown to be over the St. Louis 
bridge, and as this exhibit will stand 
there for three months and will be seen by 


thousands of people the benefits St. Louis qweuld 
derive from it can easily be seen. In fact all rail- 
roads crossing the bridge could be induced to take 
an interest in the matter, asit wouldsurely redound 
to their advantage. 

The local post-office officials all advocate the 
project, and urge the merchants of Ste Louis who 
are interested in her prosperity to co-operate with 
them in putting the suzgestion into practical effect. 
The cost of the model would be trifling, and the 
amount easily raised. 


Hk HOPES TO HANG, 


Henry Boyer, Enranged By Jeulousy Fa- 
tally Shoots Two Men. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatc'. 

CaTawissa, Pa., October 9.—James Casson and 
Henry. Boyers, two farmers, were this morning 
found lying insensible on the roadside, about four 
miles from Roaring Creek. James Harman, a far- 
mer, had caught a runaway horse as it was passing 
his house and thinking that; the owner might have 
been thrown out and injured, had driven along the 
turnpike and discovered the two men. He earried 
them to his homeand summoned a physician. At 
11 o'clock this morning Casson died.He had received 
a charge of buckshotin his breast, which proved 
fatal. Boyer had his right leg broken and his head 
literally riddled with No. 6 shot. When he became 
conscious he said that last night he and Casson were 
driving from Roaring Creekto Orangeville, when 


two shots were fired by some one concealed inthe 
bushes bordering the road. Casson fell back after 
the first discharge, and Boyer was only conscious of 
the horses running away and of being thrown overa 
rocky embankment. Boyer died at 3 o'clock to-day. 
Suspicion became attached to a young married man 
named Levi Heilner, aged 30 years, ~vho has had re- 
peated quarrels with Boyer, and has often threat- 
ened to sill him, alleging that Bover has been 
guilty of undue .timacy with his wife, who is a re- 
lation of Boyer’s. About six months ‘ago he at- 
tempted to shoot Boyer. bat was prevented by 
friendsof the latter. Heilner was arrested. He 
stated that he had been at home with his wife all 
night. His wife stated that he had informed her 
last night that he would spend the night gunning 
and that he was notat home. Boyer was about 
34 years old and hada wifeand four children. It is 
psserted on ali sides, and admiitea by Mrs. Heilner, 
ihat his relations with her were not what they should 
have been. He had frequently insulted and abused 
Heilner, and consequentiy his killing would not 
have created much ill feeling were it not for the 
fact that Casson had also fallen a victim to the hus- 
band’s jealousy. Casson was SO years of 
age and highly esteemed. He hasa family of mar- 
ried children He had accidentally fallen into 
Boyer’s company last night. Heilner continued to 
deny his guilt until 4 o’cloek this afternoon, when he 
confessed that be fired the fatal shots, intending to 
kill only Boyer. The iatter, he said, came to his 
house yesterday afternoon and taunted him with 
his wife's infidelity and love ftorhim, He did not 
regret killing Boyer, but was sorry for the death of 
Casson. He says he hopes that he willbe hanged 
for his crime.

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BALLET DANCING. 


Its Origin and Improvement—Dancing 
Among the Events—Famous Danseuses,. 
Ballet dancing is an art in which fewer persons be- 

come proficient enough to command public notice 

than any other. After many and vigorous research- 
es we have succeeded in compiling what may be 
termed a treatise on the ballet. The most authentic 
teferences tell us that the” first person who coupled 
the movements of the limbs with music was Andron, 

a native of Catania in Sicily. His instrument was 

a peculiar kind of flute, the music a plaintive chantt 

like air, and the movement a strange combination 

of licentious: gestures and writhing, Ancien- 

Athens was the home of many famous dancers of 

its day, the art being more particularly encouraged 

there. Plato and Socrates were warm advocates of 

Terpsichore. Dancing in those days was divided into 

three classes: The “‘Cordax” was a loose sort of af- 

fair introduced into comedy; the ‘“‘Sicinnis” was a 

peculiar movement, greatly resembling 

the modern “ grotesque ” school, in 
which Mons. Arnold Kiralfy has become so 
proficienf, and the “Emmeleia,” which latter is the 
closest allied to the ballet of the present day.

Terpsichore. 

At a later period, however, the art found more fa- 
vor in Italy, which up to the present time has pro- 
duced more famous dancers than any other nation. 
The most famous of the last generation were Fannie 
Elisler, Marie Tagiioni and Francesca Cerito. Later 
on came Bonfanti, who afterward married young 
Hoffman, son of the (then) Governor of New York 
and Venturolii, who is now a total wreck, and aaa 
rec ently arrested in New York as a vagrant, and 
sent to Blackwell's Island, where she still remains. 
The Kiralfys were the most famous family of danc- 
ers of modern times, and created a meine sensa- 
tion, both in Europe and America. have all 
retired from the stage, with the ‘iabeate onof Ar- 
nold, who has attracted considerable attention: as 
the most successful exponent of grotesque dancing 
now before the public. Imre and Bglossy now con- 
stitute the spectacular managerial firm, and have 
proved themselves veritable impressarios in their 
chosen branch of the profession. The ploy in- 
numerable ballet dancers, and have heen instru- 
mental in presenting to the American public the 
most famous dancers of the Old World.
